MANY INJURED. 
Complete List cf the Dead and Injured 
— Less Serious Accidents at Have- 
lock and Bowmanville. 


Trenton, Nov. 15.—A Grand Trunk

o’clock last night, through a_mis- 


placed switch, crashed into an east- 
bound freight at Murray’s Hill early 
this morning and a terrible Ices of life 
resulted.

A SRVUIVOR'S STORY. 

George Paulin, of Chesley, cattle 
dealer, who was on the train, had a 
most wonderful escape. He said to a 
reporter: “I cannot tell you much 
about the accident. I was asleep when 
it happened. I occupied a double seat 
about the centre of the second class 
eoach. There were fifteen or sixteen 
passengers in the car. Some of them 
were Poles, and in the party were two 
women ana two children. Before going 
to sleep 1 arranged two cushions 
across the seats and to that fact I 
attribute my escape from death. When 
the crash came I was cov bled up like 
a jacknife. My head was down between 
my kuees. When I became conscious 
that an accident had happened I sat 
about to extricate myself and found 
my left foot pinned down under the 
wreckage. Wrenching off the «nd of a 
seat, I succeeded in liberating my im- 
prisoned foot. A moment later I not- 
iced a2 light through a hele in the bot- 
tom of the car. Some one had passed 
with a lantern. Breaking off the 
splinterea ends of the floor, I ‘oon 
knockea a hole large enough for my 
body to pass through. Then I dropped 
to the ground and crawled from b>- 
neath the wreck.” Pantin went on to 
To-onto where he was removed to th° 
generai hospital, his injuries ‘deing 
quite serious though not alarming.

Extraordinary Mistake of an I. C.R. Offi- 
cial—Military Stores Sidetrucked, 


Halifax, N. $., Nov. 15.—More than 
One s@nsat-onal incident has occurred 
in connection witi the late strained 
celatious Letween Britain and France. 
Que of these is at present agitating 
the movements of officials at North 
street stSiion of tie Intercolonia! 
railway. When the British war o.- 
fice instructei the commaaier-in-chicf 
of the imperial forces to prepare for 
Canada’s ce.ences in the event of a 
rupture tetween the mother country 
ami France, haste was made by the 
military authorities here to trans- 
port ammunition and other war 
stores to the Pacific coast for use 
of the navy aml coast cefences at 
Esquimalt. In view of the orcer the 
brigade officer requisitioned the In- 
tercoloniai railway freight dcepart- 
meut for several cars for immediate 
transhipment of explosives to Brit- 
ish Columbia. War material was loid- 
ed upon thie cars, which formed part 
of a freight train carrying goo!s to 
the west. After sufficient time had 
elupsel for the explosives to roach 
their Cestination, the military pec- 
pie here were advised of the non-ar- 
rival of the stores, and alsuv in’orm- 
ai that several cars of mercharrlise, 
rot on the bills, were at Victoria. 
Upon ree’pt of this information the 


Intercolomal freight management 
were askel to explain the cause of 
the non-celivery of the military 


stores. A rearch was ‘mmetiutely in- 
stituted for the missing cars along 
the different branches of the Inter- 
coloniai railway, when it was ‘earve’ 
that several cars were in the yari 
at St. Jotn, containing unclaime!

INVESTIGATION OF THE MURRAY

Eleven Persons Were Killed—Ad- 
ditional Details Respecting Some 
of the Victizs. ‘ 


Trenton, Nov. 16.—Enquiry into the 
cause of the railway wreck ccommen- 
ced tevore the coroner and a jury 
this afternoon. The jurymen were 
taken to the scene of the accident 
and the operaton of the switch left 
open, thorouchly explainel to them 
by the divisional superintendent, Mr.

that he had taken the wronz LIne. 
‘ever: i] he had misset seeing the red 
light displayed at the switch house 
The operation of the switch proved 
that the canger signal must have 
beer showing to the express if the 
fight was burning at all, an! the re- 
sponsibiiity for the accicent was at 
once Mace apparent. It was shown 
first that Driver Braty had in viola- 
tion of the cardinal rule of the rail- 
Way fervice. in running his train past 
the darger signal, and the switciman, 
John Murphy, had been guilty of nez- 
lect in leaving the switeh turne} and 
allowing the west bound expres to 
pass on the track use] exclusively for 
east bound traffic. Brady paid for 
his error with his live. Switchmiun 
Murpliy will make a statene nt to 
morrow, meanwhile his interests are 
watched by counsel. 

The investigation brought out the 
fact that a sum of about S900 was 
missing from the body of Wm.

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DISHES APPROPRIATE FOR OURGREAT 
NATIONAL HOLIDAY. 


The Old Fashioned Thankssiving 
Dinner—The Mystery of Makizs 
Pampkin Pie—How to Make New 
England Indian Padding. 


The following are some of the regular 
Thanksgiving day dishes, and no family 
should be without at least one of them: 

A roast sparcrib, with apple butter, war 
pever absent from the bountifully spread

tables cf the old fashioned Thanksgiving 


dinner. Aside from the fact that roast 
meats (which nowadays are baked meats) 
do not taste as they used to, few modern 
cooks know exactly how to prepare a 
sparerib. Cover the meat with a greased 
brown paper until about half done; then 
remove and dredge with ficur. It must 
be basted frequently. About ten minutes 
before it is done eprinkle fine bread 
cruznbs, seasoned with powdered sage, 
pepper, salt and a very finely minced 
onion, over the surface. Baste once dur- 
ing the ten minutes that it must remain 
in the oven. Lift out the meat toa hot 
dish, free the gravy from fat, thicken with 
browned flour, season to taste and send to 
the table in a gravy boat. 

Apple butter always accompanied this 
dish. Reduce by boiling sweet cider until 
you have a thick sirap; add apples and 
about one-quarter their bulk in quinces. 
“Stew all day,’’ said the old New England 
lady who gave us this recipes. ‘'How do 
you keep it from burning?’ we asked in- 
nocently. ‘‘Stir it almest constartiy,” 
was the matter of fact reply. Under the 
circumstances prudence would suggest 
making a supply to last all winter. It 
keeps well in self sealing jars. 

Baked Chicken Pie.—Take six chickens 

and joint as fora fricassee. Put them over 
the fire with thin slices of salt perk, half a 
pound in all, and barely cover with cold 
water. Dring quickly to a boil and draw 
to the side of the fire where they will just 
siznmer, When tender, roll out your crust 
about a quarter of an inch thick amd lino 
alarge tin or earthen dish; lay in the 
‘chicken with butter and seasoning be- 
tween cach layer; put on tho top crusi, 
but add no juice until tho pic is done 
Then through the hole in the top, using a 
funnel, peur the juice, properly thickened 
and seasoned, until the pic is full. 

Pumpkin Pie.—Tke secret of the excel- 
lence of the old fashioned pumpkin plies 
lies in the fact that plenty of eggs and the 
richest milk were used They were made 
very sweet With molasses alone, and the 
only spice used was ginger. The modern 
cook destreys the natural flavor of the 
pumpkin with all the spices and condi- 
ments that weuld go to flavor, and right- 
ly, too, a mince pie, but whichin pumpkin 
pie are quite ovt of place. 

Oranges With Jelly.—This is a very 
pretty modern invention for decorating 
the heliday dinner table. It is just as 
good to eat as it is to look at. Take large, 
fine oranges and cut asmall round piece 
from the stem end; then with your finger 
orasmall bone mustard spoon gradually 
loosen the skin from the pulp, drawing the 
latter out threugh the opening. Lay the 
skins in cold water until wanted. Make 
an crange jelly with the juice of the or- 
anges and enough lemon juice to give the 
right flaver; drain the skins, {ll) with the 
jelly, stand them on little egg or custard 
cups if necessary to keep ther upright 
end stand away until cold and firm. Then 
cut into balves and arrango on a dish 
with some pretty green leaves. In mak- 
ingy the jelly be careful to get it firm 
enough. The rulo isthe juice of four or 
five lemons, two quarts of water, a pack- 
age of gelatin and a pound and a half of 
suger. Put the gelatin to scak with or- 
ange juice instend of co!d water, then add 
tho sugar, the balance in boiling water and 
asmach Jemon juice as you necd. You 
can put glace fruitscut in bits in these by 
partially filling the orange rind with jelly, 
letting it stand until firm, putting ina lay- 
er of the frutis and then more of the jelly. 

Indian VPudcing.—It is not enough to 
have the ingredients for this real old New 
England dish. You must know exactly 
how to put it together, and this is **just 
how:"’ Heat three pints of milk to boiling 
and pour it over h:lf a pint of yellow In- 
dian meal saltcd with ono teaspoonful of 
salt; stir this very carefully, wetting it 
gradually so that there will be no lumps; 
return if tothe double boiler and cook 
slowly for 40 niinutes with frequent stir- 
rings. Stir in this butter the size cf an 
egg, a cupful of molasses, one teaspoonful 

of ginger and one of mixed cinnaman and 
mace; remove from the fire, best hard and 
add siowly four well whipped eggs and one 
cupful of seeded raisins. Butter a pud- 
ding dish, turn in the mixture and bake 
half an hour; stir it up from the bottom 
and finish the baking by browning nicely. 
Make a sauce with onecupful of powdered 
sugar, one tablespoonful of butter and one 
beaten egg; flavor with nutmeg. 

Cranberry Sauce.—Thero is a wide cif- 
ference between cranberry sauce and cran- 
berry jelly. For the former pick overa 
quart of the kest berries and put them in 


a porcelain kettle with a pint of boiling | 


water. <Assoon as they begin to **pop,”’ 
keeping the kettle covered meanwhile, 
tako from the fire, press through a col- 
ander and stir in while hot one pound of 
granulated sugar. 

Pumpkin Sal-*.—The salad most ap- 
prepriate for Thanksgiving dinner is 
pumpkin salad. Cut the pumpkin into 
sma!] squares, boil thei till tender in salt- 
ed water; when cold arrango them en the 
crispest and whitest of lettuce leaves, cov- 
er witha mavronnaise sauce to which chop- 
ped parsley has been added, and you will 
have a dish that you might ask the gour- 
met gods from Olympia to share without 
misgivings. 

Rosst Pig.—The Thanksziving table of 
many ho:nes frequently adds to its bounti- 
ful gifts a small roast pig to keep the tur- 
key from having things all its own way. 
Here is a famous recipe of a famous 
French cook for preparing the tiny animal: 

The princ.pal thing in roasting a pig is 
to keep the skin from blistering. Have 
the young animal well washed and dried, 
Season the inside with one even table- 
spoonful cf salt and one-half tabiespoonfal 
of pepper, then stuff it with sausages, oys- 
ters wud chestnuts. Lay it in a large pan, 
bend the fore foet backward, the hind foet 
forward, under and close to the body. 
Four one cup ef boiling water into the 
bottom of the pan, cover entire animal 
with buttered paper, place in medium bot 


oven, baste frequently with its own gravy,
